The church has lost 
the ability to evaluate, define, describe, appraise, and an- 
nounce the fatal nature of sin. Sin has been “washed out”’ 
in our preaching. Men have decided that sin is sin only 
when you are caught. They have come to feel that sin is 
neither ugly nor disastrous, if you can “get away with it.” 
They do not realize that you can no more evade the nature 
or penalty of sin than you can blot out the law of gravity. 


We have sold ourselves a lie. 
In America we have an annual ten- 
billion-dollar liquor business. Its 
one result is to make men weak, 
helpless, debauched, dissipated sin- 
ners. We have a four-billion- 
dollar gambling business, resulting 
in the same terrible disaster. We 
have a_ three-billion-dollar social 
vice business, producing men and 
women of such low moral levels as 
to make them social outcasts. We

Requirements for Fullness of the 


Spirit and the Ministry Gifts

In other chapters I plan to give the detailed teaching of 
the Scriptures on the conditions we must meet to be filled 
with the Holy Spirit. I cannot in this article deal at length 
with these conditions. Yet I want to show that there were 
conditions which Old Testament prophets and saints met 
when they were filled with the Holy Spirit, just as at Pente- 
cost, and since Pentecost Christians have been required to 
meet certain divine conditions for the fullness of power and 
the gifts of the Spirit, or manifestations of the Spirit, for 
service.

And we think 
that our nation can “get away 
with it’! We seem to feel that 
our great civilization can stand 
under such pressure. It is certain 
that no past civilization could or 
did. 

Sin is a blighting process, a 
deadening force, a wrecking 
agency. It is treason against 
Almighty God. It sears. It 
blights. It kills. It damns. 
Mistaken pulpiteers may sooth- 
ingly whisper of the leve and 
mercy of God until their congre- 
gations come to feel that sin is 
but human frailty and requires as 
an antidote only cultura] remedies. 
But the Bible and human experi- 
ence are against such pulpits and 
such views. “The soul that sin- 
neth, it shall die.” That is God's 
ultimatum. 


“Lust,” Sinful Desire, the 
Root of Sin 


The text needs no breaking 
down. It is clear and plain. Lust 
is the seed of sin within the heart 
of man. It is implanted sin, in- 
born sin, original sin. From it, 
by the natural processes of the 


unredeemed heart, germinates 
sin. “It bringeth forth sin.” The 
text is silent as to the processes 
of sin, its many ramifications, its 
spread throughout man’s life. The 
text speaks only of the ripened 
fruit. It announces the finish, the 
certain finish, the only possible 
finish. “Sin, when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death.” 

This death may be the death of 
the body, or it may be the death 
of the soul. Indeed, death has only 
one beginning—sin. Had _ there 
been no sin, there would have been 
no death, The fruit of the tree 
lies rotting everywhere. Moral 
decay! Spiritual disintegration! 
Honor dies. Virtue dies. Man- 
hood and character die. Life and 
destiny end in decay because of 
Sin. Death in time and death in 
eternity hark back to sin. Sin’s 
one and only end is death. This 
is true not only because the Bible 
saiq it. It would have been true 
had the Bible never said it. 

Lust! Let us examine the seed- 
bed. Let us look at the germi- 
nating origin of all this. tragic 


disaster. Whatis lust? When we 


use this word, we usually think of 
one extremely loathsome sin. We 
picture broken homes, a tarnished 
daughter, a disloyal wife, a “two- 
timer,” a human rat who is sup- 
posed to head a home. We have 
been taught that lust is the de- 
vouring impulse which causes a 
man to betray his honor, a woman 
to sacrifice her virtue, and au 
infamous libertine to prey upon 
the pure.

represents “a transitional period.”’ 
They have taught that the church 
was born at Pentecost, “a wholly 
new thing,” and that Pentecost 


therefore was simply a dispensa- 
tional turning point, and that 
Pentecost can never be repeated. 
Many say it is wrong for Chris- 
tians to be taught to seek the 
enduement of power which God 
gave Christians at Pentecost. 
They even say that the promise of 
Jesus in Luke 11:13, “. . . how 
much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him?” is out of 
date. This sad way of chopping 
up the Bible and throwing most 
of the pieces away, as far as 
practical usefulness for Christians 
today is concerned, has robbed 
many Christians of blessings that 
God wanted them to have. So 
I feel that we need to show by 
the Word of God that some Old 
Testament Christians were filled 
with the Holy Spirit and had the 
same ministry gifts and_ wit- 
nessed for Christ in the same way 
as New Testament Christians did 
at Pentecost and at other times 
when they were filled with the 
Holy Spirit. Then we need to 
show, too, that Old Testament 
prophets and saints had to meet 
definite conditions for God's full- 
ness and power, just as we must 
do today. 

The Scofield Referdnce Bible is 
the best reference Bible in the 
world. The notes therein have been 
of measureless blessings to many 
thousands, including myself. Yet, 
I am sorry to say, the notes in the

summary of the Old Testament 
doctrine of the Holy Spirit, part 4, 
the Scofield note reads: 

“In the Old Testament the 
Spirit acts in free sovereignty, 
coming upon men and even 
upon a dumb beast as He will, 
nor are conditions set forth 
(as in the N. T.) by complying 
with which any one may re- 
ceive the Spirit.” 

We are sorry to find a similar 
note in the Scofield Reference 
Bible commenting on Acts 2:4: “In 
the O. T... He comes upon whom 
He will, apparently without 
reference to conditions in them.” 

Now let us agree that in the 
supernatural work of God the Holy 
Spirit does act in free sovereignty. 
That is true in the New Testament 
as well as in the Old. Even now 
it is true that no man ever turns 
to Chirst except as the Father 
draws him. If God does not call, 
a sinner will not repent. And 
God's divine sovereignty is mani- 
fest in this matter of the fullness 
of the Spirit and the ministry 
gifts. For we are plainly told 
that all these gifts are given by 
“the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will,” 
that is, as the Holy Spirit chooses 
(I Cor. 12:11). We do not under- 
stand all of the great truths of 
divine sovereignty and _ infinite 
knowledge and God's election and 
choice. We do not need to under- 
stand all about them. We. know 
that whosoever will may take of 
the water of life freely. We know 
that anybody who is willing to 
turn to Christ may do so and be 
saved. And we know that Chris- 
tians are to covet the best gifts, 
and may have them, and _ that 
Christians themselves must take 
the blame if they are not filled 
with the Holy Spirit. 

And exactly the same truth held 
in Bible times. Old Testament 
saints and prophets who were filled 
with the Spirit and _ received 
miraculous manifestations of His 
power met certain requirements of 
God. It is a grave mistake that 
our ultra-dispensational brethren 
make when they say “nor are 
conditions set forth (as in the 
N. T.) by complying with which 
any one may receive the Spirit.” 
I- feel I can prove that that posi- 
tion is false, prove that God did 
have certain conditions which Old 
Testament prophets and_= saints 
were required to meet to have the 
fullness of the Spirit. 

1. Consider Isaiah 44:3: “For 
I will pour water upon him that 
is thirsty, and floods upon the dry 
ground: I will pour my spirit 
upon thy seed, and my blessing 
upon thine offspring.” 

Here is a clear promise about 
the pouring out of the Holy Spirit. 
And the Holy Spirit is to be 
poured “upon him that is thirsty.”’ 
Water here is clearly a symbol 
for the Holy Spirit, and the form 
of the verse is a customary Hebrew 
form, a restatement of the same 
truth in different words. God 
promises that those whose hearts 
cry out for the fullness of the 
Spirit may have Him _ poured 
upon them. 

The pouring of the Holy Spirit 
upon people is what happened at 
Pentecost., It is the fullness of 
the Spirit. And this fullness of 
the Spirit produces its own super- 
natural manifestations, as the 
Spirit chooses, to enable men to 
serve God with power. 


What is this condition, “... him 
that is thirsty?” Isn’t this 
same requirement of thirst the 


requirement that the disciples met 
as they waited in the upper room, 
pleading, with “prayer and sup- 
plication” before Pentecost? Here 
is an Old Testament promise of 
the fullness of the Spirit, but there 
is a requirement; those who would 
have the fullness of the Spirit 
must thirst for Him! And the 
same promise is good for today. 
Those whose hearts cry out with 
a consuming thirst for power to 
win souls may have the Holy 
Spirit’s enduement for that pur- 
pose. 


2. Consider Psalm 


126:5, 6: 


“They that sow in tears. shall 
reap in joy. He that goeth forth 
and weepeth, bearing precious 
seed, shall doubtless come again 
with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him.” . 

It is clear that here is God's 
recipe for soul-winning power. 
Those who sow in tears shall reap 
in joy. One who goes forth with 
a broken heart, with the Word of 
God, will win souls ang return 
happy, rejoicing, with souls saved. 
Now all of us know surely that 
conviction and regeneration are 
the work of the Holy Spirit. This 
Scripture speaks of the same 
problem that faced the apostles 
before Pentecost. They were 
commanded to go into all the 
world and preach repentance and 
remission of sins in the name of 
Christ. But Jesus said, “. . . but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until ye be endued with power 
from on high.” They were to 
win souls, but how could they do 
it without the supernatural endue- 
ment of power? So they tarried 
for the power. And here in -the 
Old Testament we find the same 
theme and the same conditions. 
Those who would. reap must sow. 
Those who would reap with joy 
must sow in tears. There must 
be a divine “go” in soul winning, 
a broken heart in soul winning, 
and the use of the Word of God 
in soul winning, here clearly 
taught in Psalm 126:6. The Holy 
Spirit is not specifically mentioned 
here, yet it is His work to save 
souls, and only by His enduement 
may. one ever win souls. The same 
promise is for us today and the 
same conditions must be met. 
If any Christian today will set out 
to work at soul winning, going 
with a broken heart, and taking 
the Word of God, the Holy Spirit 
will go with him and give him 
power to witness and win souls, 
and he will come back _ with 
sheaves. 


I maintain that the above Scrip- 
ture shows that there were con- 
ditions to Holy Spirit power in the 
Old Testament exactly as there are 
conditions to the same Holy Spirit 
power and fullness in this day. 

3. Consider Isaiah 40:28-31: 
“Hast thou not known? hast thou 
not heard, that the everlasting 
God, the Lord, the Creator of the 
ends of the earth, fainteth not, 
neither is weary? there is no 
seafching of his understanding. He 
giveth power to the faint; and to 
them that have no might he in- 
creaseth strength. Even the 
youths shall faint and be weary, 
and the young men shall utterly 
fall: But they that wait upon the 
Lord shall remew their strength; 
they shall mount up with wings as 
eagles; they shall run, and not 
be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint.” 

All human power fails, says the 
Lord in this Scripture. “Even the 
youths shall faint and be weary, 
and the young men shall utterly 
fall.” The vigor of youth, the 
natural strength of man, is not 
enough for divine service. So God’s 
servants need a supernatural en- 
duement. But God “giveth power 
to the faint: and to them that 
have no might he _increaseth 
strength.” That is a clear teach- 
ing of supernatural power, the 
power of the Holy Spirit. Notice 
verse 31 again carefully. The 
promise here is for supernatural 
strength. “They shall mount up 
with wings as_ eagles.” The 
wings here are not airplane wings. 
For a man to take wings and fly 
literally is a miracle. If it were 
physically flying with wings, it 
would be a physical miracle. If 
the miracle is spiritual, it is still 
a miracle. And to whom is this 
mighty power given? “They that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew 
their strength.” That is exactly 
what the 120 did in the upper 


room before Pentecost. They 
waited on the Lord! They 
‘tarried in Jerusalem until they 


were endued with power from on 
high.’ The strength, the power 
that God gives to those who wait 
upon Him is supernatural power, 
the power of the Holy Spirit. And 
here the same conditions are re- 
quired as at Pentetost and since 
Pentecost. 

4. The example of David shows 
that God's conditions had to be 
met for the fullness of the Spirit 
in the Old Testament. 

In I Samuel 16:13 we are told 
how Samuel anointed David to be 
king and that “the Spirit of the 


Lord came upon David front that 
day forward. We are not, in the 
immediate context, told of all the 
conditions which David met which 
resulted in his being filled with the 
Holy Spirit. Yet, a little search 
will indicate that David had very 
seriously met the conditions which 
God required for a special fullness 
of the Spirit. 

When Saul had disobeyed the 
Lord, then Samuel said to him, 
“The Lord hath rent the kingdom 
of Israel from thee this day, and 
hath given it to a neighbour of 
thine, that is better than thou” 
(1 Sam. 15:28). Surely that means 
that David met certain conditions 
better than Saul met them. Then 
in the sixteenth chapter we see 
Samuel in the house of Jesse, to 
find among his eight sons the one 
which the Lord had chosen to be 
king. Eliab passed by and Samuel 
said, “Surely the Lord’s anointed 
is before him.” But God had not 
chosen Eliab . “But the Lorg said 
unto Samuel, Look not on _ his 
countenance, or on the height of 
his stature; because I have refused 
him: for the Lord seeth not as 
man seeth;: for man looketh on the 
outward appearance, but the Lord 
looketh on the heart.” Surely 
that statement of the Lord can 
mean only one thing; David had 
certain qualities of heart’ that 
fitted him to be anointed with 
oil as king and to be filled with 
the Spirit of God for his duties in 
ruling for the Lord over Israel. It 
was not an arbitrary choice which 
God made in selecting David. God 
selected David because He looked 
upon David's heart and saw there 
that David met certain require- 
ments that other men did not 
meet. 


Let us go back a little earlier, 
then, when God had first told Saul 
that he was not acceptable. In 
I Samuel 13:14 ghe Lord said, “But 
now thy kingdom shall not con- 
tinue: the Lord hath sought him 
a man after his own heart, and the 
Lorg hath commanded him to be 
captain over his people, because 
thou hast not kept that which the 
Lord commanded thee.” Could 
it be plainer? David was a man 
after God’s own heart! God had 
sought for such a man. Saul had 
at first tried to please God, and 
when he was small in his own 
sight and humble in God's sight, 
he had done good work. God's 
Spirit had been upon him. But 
David is “a man after God’s heart.” 
That cannot but mean that David 
had met certain spiritual require- 
ments to be filled with the Spirit 
of God and be used of God. 

If one follows the lad David 
as he prepares to fight the giant 
Goliath and hears his brave testi- 
mony, hears how David had 
learned to trust the Lord in his 
fight with the lion and the bear, 
hears how David gives God the 
glory, he cannot help but be im- 
pressed that this lad knows the 
Lord well, that he has earnestly 
sought the Lord with all his heart. 
If one reads the Psalms and studies 
there the revealed prayer life of 
David, one cannot avoid the im- 
pression that David sought God 
earnestly and with the deepest de- 
votion, in order to have God's 
fullest blessing and the power of 
God’s Spirit upon him. 

But sin came into the life of 
David; his sin in regard to Bath- 
sheba and Uriah the Hittite. The 
fifty-first Psalm givés us David's 
heartbroken prayer after that sin 
was fully revealed to him. And 
David prayed, “Cast me not away 
from thy presence; and take not 
thy holy spirit from me. Restore 
unto me the joy of thy salvation; 
and uphold me with thy free spirit. 
Then will I teach transgressors 
thy ways; and sinners shall be 
converted unto thee.” 

In this amazing prayer, notice 
that David feared to lose the 
blessed power of the Holy Spirit 
which had been upon him! In 
other words, he knew that he had 
failed God. Disobedience and sin 
might cause him to lose the power 
of the Holy Spirit which had been 
upon him. David besought the 
Lord, “Take not thy holy spirit 
from me.” And ‘then David 
promised that if he should have 
restored the joy of salvation and 
if the Holy Spirit would stiil up- 
hold him, David would teach 
transgressors the ways of God and 
sinners would be converted! Why; 
that sounds like New Testament 
Christians praying for revival, 
praying for God’s Holy Spirit te 


be upon them in power se they, 
can win souls. 

Surely David’s case makes it 
clear that there were conditions 
to the fullness of the Holy Spirit 
in Old Testament times, just as 
in New Testament times. 

5. King Saul and Samson are 
examples of men who lost the 
power of the Holy Spirit because 
they did not keep on meeting 
God’s conditions. 

First Samuel 10:1-13 tels wes. 
how Saul was anointed king, and: 
then how the Spirit of the Lord! 
came upon him and he prophesied. | 
The long-suffering Spirit of God | 
helped Saul much, even after dis- 
obedience and self-will. Then in I! 
Samuel 16:14, after David has 
been anointed for the future king-. 
dom, we are told, “But the Spirit 
of the Lord departed from Saul, 
and an evil spirit from the Lord 
troubled him.” Do not say, then, 
that there were no conditions to 
be met for the fullness of the 
Spirit in Old Testament times. 
Once Saul met those conditions. 
Later he did not. We are not to 
understand that Saul was first 
saved and then became lost. That 
is not discussed. But certainly 
God’s power was once with Saul, 
and then that. power of the Holy 
Spirit was lacking. 

Samson is a remarkable exam 
ple of the way the Holy Spirit 
came upon people for service and 
brought His mighty miracle-work- 
ing power in the Old Testament. 
The fourteenth, fifteenth and six- 
teenth chapters of Judges say 
again and again that ‘the Spirit 
of the Lord came upon him,” or, 
“The Spirit of the Lord came 
mightily upon him,” and wonders 
were done by this Spirit-filled 
man of God.

vealed to her the secret that he 
was a Nazarite, that he was whol- 
ly dedicated to God, and that his 
long hair was a mark of this 
consecration to God. That same 


day, again and again he had 
broken every bond with which 
they had tried to bind him. But 


when his long Lair, which pictured 
his dedication wholly to God as a 
Nazarite, was cut off, then he 
was powerless as other men were. 
Delilah said, “The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson.” But it was a 
sad awakening for Samson. “And 
he awoke out of his sleep, and | 
said, I Will go out as at other, 
tmes before, and shake myself. 
And he wist not that the Lord 
was departed from him.” So the. 
Philistines put out his eyes and 
led him bound to the prison house. 
But later the house of the idol 
god was full of thousands of wor 
shipers, and Samson was led out 
that he might make sport for 
them. “And Samson called unto 
the Lord, and said, O Lord God, 
remember me, I pray thee, and 
strengthen me, I pray thee, only, 
this once, O God, that I may be 
at once avenged of the Philis- 


tines for my two eyes.” God heard 
that penitent prayer and . gave 
His mighty power to Samson

broken down by Samson, and 
thousands of Philistines who were

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ing in that terrible process -by 
which men lose their lives while 
their souls sink down into eternal 
despair. Whatever in the hunian 
heart pits itself against Gog and 
rebels against His will is lust. 
“Thou shalt not,” said God in the 
garden, and added the penalty: 
“Thou shalt surely die!” God has 
not changed His mind or His ver- 
dict. That voice within man that 
assures him, “Thou shalt not 
surely die,” and leads him on to 
the violation of God‘s will ig the 
voice of lust. It but repeats the 
message from the hissing lips of 
that eternal enemy of the soul of 
man. Lust is rebellion in the act 
of germination. It is the sprouting 
of carnality. James put the blunt 
question: “From whence come 
wars and fightings among you? 
Come they not hence, even of your 
lusts that war in your members?” 
Such is the seething, stirring 
process by which the Devil brews 
within the heart of man rejection 
of God's will‘until: the soul is 
drunk with defiance of the eternal 
Master and staggers forth into a 
life of blackness and into a fear- 
ful eternity of everlasting night. 


Somewhere in the tropics there 
is a plant that blooms beautifully. 
It is attractive and inviting. It 
is fragrant. Beneath its large 
leaves it grants shade from the 
tropical sun, It even produces a 
fruit that is appetizing. But this 
death plant is a subtle trap. Little 
creatures that are lured to it for 
shelter or because of its inviting 
exterior suddenly find themselves 
entwined in creeping’ tentacles 
which hold them fast. At first 


they struggle, but the grip is 
firmer. The death-dealing arms 
close in. They squeeze the life 


out and suck the substance away. 
This is lust, 

Esau once came in from a hunt- 
ing trip . He was the first-born, 
the heir. His was the birthright! 
His to carry on the name! His 
to perpetuate a noble family! His 


the favor of his father! His the 
high place in his tribe! What a 
future! 

But he was hungry, and his 
nostrils twitched. He smelled 
beans cooking. His younger 
brother was no hunter, but he 
knew how to prepare an ap- 


petizing portion. He had decided 
upon pottage for his dinner. He 
was well on his way with the feast 
and well satisfieq with the pros- 
pect when his famished hrother 
appeared. 

There followed contention and 
barter. The younger man drove 
a hard bargain. But the stomach 
of Esau was ealling. His appetite 
was demanding. The meat and 
bone of the hunter cried out for 
beans. He may have been born 
for the chase, but his immediate 
goal was beans. Whatever he 
thought of the birthright, the de- 
mand for beans was upon him. 
His birthright could wait. He 
was hungry. 


A little later Esau went out 
On the porch and stood in the Sun. 
He was full. His appetite was 
satisfied. His stomach had claimed 
what it desired. As for his birth- 
right, he and his old blind father 
would look after that by stealth, 
if need be. Birthrights could wait. 
Desire had won. He had just fin- 
ished a feast. He had eaten until 
he did not crave another bean. 

From the day when Esau strode 
forth from his mess of pottage 
‘until this hour, lust has laid hold 
on men, bound them hand and 
foot, brought its pressure to bear, 
tightened its coils of habit, and 
doomed them, body and soul. Lust 
begins the hunt and insistently 

follows the chase! It is always 
on the kill! 

But lust does not always operate 
im the muck and mire. It delights 
in creeping into “high places.” 
Bust finds respectable levels and 
joften proceeds quite decently 
toward its goals. 

The Gospe] tells us of a splendid 
young man who sought salvation 
and would live the better life. He 
approached Jesus. He had kept 
the law and was quite circum- 
spect. His credentials were the 
best. But Jesus, with that divine 
insight that was always His, 
made a discovery. He found the 
seedbed that would mean de- 


struction to one so splendid and 
fine. The heart of this young 
man was full of lust for gold, for 
worldly possessions, for the ma- 
terial things of lifé. He was not in 
danger of becoming a drunkard, a 
gambler, a libertine. He had kept 
the law from his youth and did not 
need to be saved from terrible 
acts of brazen sin. But sin was 
in his nature. A terrible sin was 
in his heart. It possibly was born 
there. But it had been harbored 
and nurtured. He loved mam- 
mon, and man cannot serve God 
and mammon, 

He was rich,- powerful, influ- 
ential popular—and lost! He could 
not become a new cfeature until 
something was uprooted. He could 
join the church and pay into its 
coffers. He could serve on the 
board and promote the organiza- 
tion. He could sit in the pew and 
leng his wealth and standing to 
the movement. But he could not be 
a Christian until a radical change 
took place in his heart. Some- 
thing had to go before Christ 
would come in. 

And so Jesus gave him a strange 
answer to his question, “What 
good thing shall I do, that I may 
have eternal life?” Jesus knew 
the one obstacle, the one barrier, 
and therefore the one hurdle that 
this splendid young fellow must 
make—-turn loose this world’s 
possessions “and come and follow 


me.” Had he done so, Jesus would 
have added to the names of His 
humble disciples the name of a 


rich and powerful and influential 
man, 


But lust had a deadly grip, and 
the young seeker turned away. 
Sorrow filled his heart. He realized 
that he was lost ang needed a 
Saviour. But the price was too 
great. I doubt if the lust in a 
libertine’s heart is more dangerous 
to the soul of man than the lust 
which is described as “the love of 
money,” the “root of all evil.” 

Sin, the Road of Ruin 

But lust does not stop in the 
heart of man. It produces an 
offspring, an ally, a confederate. 
Lust “bringeth forth sin.” Lust 
operates ohly inside the heart, but 
sin operates throughout man’s life. 
Sin takes possession of man's 
faculties and powers. Sin is a 
mighty evil force that uses man. 
It forces his feet along forbidden 
paths. Paul calls the roll: those 
whose “mouth is full of cursing 
and bitterness,” those whose “feet 
are swift to shed blood,” those who

Sin sends blasphemy 
from man’s tongue. It uses his eye 


to mark the sights and note the 
distances between the victim and 
the murderer. It uses his brain to 


plan the murder, his finger to 
pull tne trigger. Sin marches like 
an ariny. It stalks the streets at 
midnight. It brutally robs woman- 


hood of virtue and forcibly takes 
a m&n’s money from him at the 
point of a gun. It breeds wars, 
devastates cities, destroys women 
and children, wrecks civilizations, 
and threatens to exterminate man 
from the earth. 

Sin is lust in the process. It 
is lust in bloom.

When I was a young preacher, 
still in my teens, a young doctor 
drove me two miles along a moun- 
tain road outside a little village in 
West Virginia. He showed me 
five men and one woman lying by 
the side of the road. They were 
dead. The pockets of the men 
were emptied of the money that 
had been handed them when they 
had turned in their pay checks 
the day before. The woman had 
been used as a lure. Then she 
too had been shot for fear she 
would talk. Sin! 


In that same town Ii also saw 
a man, little more than thirty 
years of age, trying to sell his 
vest for five cents to a group of 
Negroes. He was drunk, He 
wanted another drink. “It’s a 


good vest. Just five cents. Who'll 
gi'me five cents for this good 
vest?” he begged piteously. Ina 


near-by cemetery a great marble 
shaft marked the family plot. His 
people had for years been among 
the first families of Virginia. I 
later buried him near that shaft. 
His death was tragic and pitiful. 
Sin! 

Some time ago the newspapers 
told the story of a sailor, returned 
from the war, who took a girl 
from a cocktail lounge to a hotel 
room, killed Rer, and hacked her 
body to pieces with a butcher 
knife. He then calmly went back 
to the cocktail lounge, found an- 
other girl, took her to another 
hotel room, killed her, and cut her 
body to pieces. When arrested he 
was back in the cocktail lounge 
talking to a third girl. The two 
dead women were young wives, 
supposedly living with their hus- 
bands. Sin! 

Were the readers of this article 
to recite their personal observa- 
tions of the woe and havoc 
wrought by sin, this volume could 
not contain them. And yet to- 
day’s pulpit has come to speak 
softly and apologetically of this 
devouring agency and instrument 
of death, both here and hereafter. 
Our fathers proclaimed sin to be 
biack and deadly. They brand- 
ed rebellion against God as fatal. 
They warned of a hell of retribu- 
tion. They thundered the mes- 
sage of God’s wrath, of judgment, 
of penalty, of eternal punishment. 
Today we pass judgment on their 
preaching. We say that it was 
an unworthy message, that it 
sought to move men through fear. 


We pity tHe preachers of the 
great revivals of the past. We 
call them  “fire-and-brimstone’”’ 
preachers. I wonder! 


The results of a survey of nu- 
merous schools for girls are said 
to have been suppressed because 
they showed that more than sixty 
per cent of the students had con- 
fessed to sex experiences. Mr. 
Hoover, of the FBI, said during 
World War IT that the high-school 
girls of America were the carriers 
of more venereal disease to the 
men in uniform than were the 
prostitutes of the nation. About 
the same time a prominent police 
authority in Chicago stated that 
at least thirty per cent of the 
wives of men in uniform were 
“cheating” on their absent hus- 
bands. A Roman Catholic chap- 
lain wrote t6 a widely circulated 


magazine that the chief worry: of 
the fighting men was caused by 
the fact that their wives were 
“double-crossing” them back in 
the states. And thus the disas- 
trous story goes, It seems to be 
unending. 


A survey of the leading univer- 
sities of. the nation shows that 
fully seventy-five per cent of our 
youth in the schools of higher ed- 
ucation engage in social drinking. 
A few years ago the medical auth- 
orities of a great eastern state 
declared that twenty-five per cent 
of all social drinkers under twen- 
ty-five years of age ultimately 
became addicts. An alcohol ad- 
dict is a drunkard. This means 
that not less than eighteen per 
cent of our university-trained men 
and women will become drunken 
sots, staggering along our streets. 

Our military authorities told us 
that we lost millions of man-hours 
in essential industry and wasted 
thousands of gallons of precious 
gasoline needed for our war ef- 
fort in order that we might per- 
petuate horse racing during the 
war. We all know that gambling 
is the primary incentive of horse 
racing. I recently read the state- 
ment that eighty per cent of our 
people were gamblers. I do not 
doubt it. Most of it is petty gam- 
bling, but it is gambling. 

Not long ago I was called into 
conference in the chambers of 
Judge Robert Scott, juvenile judge 
in the courts of Los Angeles Coun- 
ty. One of the revelations brought 
us on that occasion was that 
school children below high-school 
age were pooling their lunch 
money and “playing the ponies” 
and that bookmakers were oper- 
ating near the elementary schools 
for the purpose of taking care of 
that trade. The amazing thing 
about this discovery was that ger- 
tain officers of the law, connect- 
ed with the school system, had re- 
ported this practice to the par- 
ents of these children, and the 
officers stated that the mothers 
seemed to think it was “rather 
smart.” 

What does all this mean? It 
means that we, as a nation and 
as a people, are plunging toward 
Hell. Sin is sweeping like a ty 
phoon, devastating, destroying, 
annihilating! 


Sin Brings Death, Inevitably 

And right here we run up 
against a law as immutable as 
the law of centrifugal force. “Sin, 
when it is finished, bringeth forth 


death.” ‘The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die.” There is no substi- 
-tute in the gospel message for 


that prophetic,warning which men 
called of God have always deliv- 
ered. In the midst of this hour 
of crisis, we who stand as ambas- 
sadors from Heaven dare not ré- 
main silent. “Knowing therefore 
the terror of the Lord, we per- 
suade men.” The church must 
once again proclaim the terrible, 
the alarming, the awful fact of 
sin! And death! Eternal death! 

“And sin, when it is finished.”’ 
The playhouses, the picture shows, 
the dance halls, the roadhouses, 
the cocktail lounges—all are filled 
with throngs of people dealing 
with unfinished sin. They play 
with fire, knowing they are being 
singed but hoping that they will 
escape eternal burning. The trag- 
edy of these hours lies in the fact 
that they are determining their 
own destiny. They willingly sub- 
mit to the devouring processes of 
sin. Theirs is the choice. They 
are not forced to die. They choose 
to die. 

Some novelist has told the story 
of the great chain maker. With 
pride he realized that he had at 
last produced a chain which no 
man could break. He took an ex- 
tended vacation and traveled into 
a far country. While there he 
committed a crime, for which he 
was arrested, tried, and sentenced. 
The sentence was that he be 
chained to a great boulder in a 
dungeon and left to die. 

But this sentence did not cause 
him grief, for he was the great 
chain maker. He knew all about 
chains and dungeon bars. He had 
worked with iron and steel all his 
life. He could easily escape. The 
chain maker would be the chain 
breaker. He slept soundly, de- 
termined to awaken at midnight 
and free himself. He did awaken. 


The moon was shining through 
the bars of his dungeon. He 
smiled at the embarrassment of 
the keeper of the prison and the 
chagrin of the judge when the 
news of his flight would break. 
He moved his shackled limbs. He 
examined the chain. And _ hor- 
rors! It was the chain of his own 
forging! 

Some years ago my wife and I 
motored back through the his- 
toric spots in old Virginia, the 
state of my nativity. We viewed 
the monuments and walked 
through cemeteries behind the 
famous old churches—cemeteries 
where the founders slept. But my 
wife’s interest was.in a _ little 
house we were soon to visit. She 
kept asking, “How far to the home 
of Edgar Allen Poe?” 


Poe was possibly the South's 
greatest poet . And-yet how black 
the night through which his soul 
wanders this hour! I recall see- 
ing a painting of a man leaving 
a saloon, his black cape blown 
back from his shoulders as he 
went out into the storm. His face 
was tragic, as he looked into the 
night. He was going out, drunk- 
en, debauched, befouled, to die! 
The picture Was the picture of 
Poe. His is one of the saddest 
stories ever written. And yet, 
when we reached the little house, 
there on the mantel was the beau- 
tiful likeness of his Christain 
mother, He had been reared in a 
Christian home, had been taught 
an evening prayer, had gone with 


little children to the Sunday 
school, had listened to the 
preacher. 


But lust was there,-and sin ap- 
peared to work its deadly havoc. 
He chose “the far country.” Nor 
did he return from his experience 
with the swine. He stayed with 
the famine! 

My literature teacher told me 
that “The Raven” was the cry of 
Poe’s heart for a sweetheart whom 
he had lost. Today there are few 
who believe that. Other manu- 
scripts have told the pitiful story. 
He had lost more than a maiden 
out of his life. He had lost his 
soul. 


Tell me truly, I implore— 
Is there—is there balm in 
Gilead ?7—tell me—tell me, 
I implore! 
Quoth the Raven “never - 
more.” 


And my soul from out that 
shadow that lies floating 
on the floor 

Shall be lifted 


Out into the blackness of his 
own making went this man. But 
some will say, “Of his own un- 
making.” No. The early theo- 
logians were correct when they 
wrote these words: “Man is very 
far gone from original righteous- 
ness, and of his own nature in- 
clined to evil, and that continu- 
ally.” The natural bent is wrong. 
“In sin did my mother conceive 
me.” All any man needs to do 
to be eternally lost is simply to 
“go along.” Poe chose to “go 
along.” He chose to go the way 
of the lust that was in him. 

Those teachers who claim that 
all we need do is permit a child 
to have its way and take its nat- 
ural course, free from interfer- 
ence and coercion, do not know 
the nature of man or the law of 
God. 

The natural way is the way of 
lust. Unless there is a transfor- 


—nevermore! 


fects of nature, a new birth, there 
is no hope. Call it what you will, 
the seed of death is implanted in 
the very nature of man. To face 
the horror of eternal death, one 
need only permit that seed to ger- 
minate, grow, develop, flower, 
and fruit. Death! This is the 
finish. Who can stand between 
man and the great reaper? Who 
is able to deliver us from “the 
body of this death?” Can man- 
made ecclesiastical organizations? 
Can beautiful forms and solemn 
ceremonies? Can robes and vest- 
ments? Can lighted candles and 
glittering crosses? Can Gothic 
sanctuaries and the tall spires of 


cathedrals? Can education and 
culture? Can social programs 
and economic panaceas? Can 


pacifism and racial fairness? Can 
brotherly love and a new world 
order? 

Indeed, the roots of lust go too 
deep for such processes, and the

Jailer About to Kill Self 

The jailer was afraid. Under 
the old Roman law a jailer whose 
prisoners got’ away had to give 
up his life as the penalty, and he 
was scared. He drew his sword 
and was-about to kill himself when 
Paul said: “Do thyself no harm: 
for we are all here.” The jailer 
heard him, but he was from Mis- 
souri. They would have to show 
him that all the doors were open, 
all the prisoners were loosed, and 
nobody would beat it. He would 
not believe it, so he called for a 
light. He looked and saw that 
they were all there, just as Paul 
had said, and he fell down at the 


feet of Paul and Silas and said, 
“Sirs, what must I do to ~be 
saved ?”’ 

What did Paul say? Did he 


say, “Go to a university and get 
an education’? Did he say, “Go 
and corner the wheat market’’? 


—— 


human remedy. The love of God 
for ruined man provided the one 
and only cure. Jesus came. “For 
he hath made him to be sin for 
us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in him.” He paid the price, 
settled the account,, and made a 
way of escape for all who Dy 
faith will accept. “I saw one 
hanging on a tree,’ said the poet. 
That strange Man, who in agony 
died on Calvary, conquered death 
and blazed a highway of life for- 
evermore for all. 


“Even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive.” This is our message 
of hope. ‘For there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.”’ 
It is ours to proclaim, to publish, 
to herald, until all men shall know 
that “other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ.” 


What Must | Do to Be Saved? 


Did he say, “Go get elected to an 
office? Revise the tariff, put wool 
on the free list, own 160 acres of 
anthracite’? Did he say, “Go and 
be a captain of industry’? No! 
Paul looked down on the jailer 
and said, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved, and thy house.” 

Yes, the gospel of Jesus saves! 
Jesus saved men from sickness by 
His miracles of healing. The 
prodigal son was saved. by aris- 
ing and going to his father. 

But the salvation of which my 
text speaks is salvation from sin. 
It saves him from the consequences 
of his own breathing of the wrath 
of God. It saves him from Hell, 
and it saves him for Heaven. 

When a man breaks a law, a 
punishment is invoked, and when 
men break the law they shrink 
from the penalty. They shrink 
from losing their freedom in jail, 
and they shrink from being seized 
and thrown into the electric chair. 
When you break the laws of the 
government you must pay the 
penalty. You may have to go to 
jail or you may have to pay 4 
fine. The imposition of a fine 
upholds the dignity of the law. 

Men fear punishment and are 
held in restraint because of the 
penalty that is provided. We 
would all have to pay th¢ penalty 
for our sins if it were not for 
Jesus Christ. He paid the penalty 
for us all, and if we believe in 
Him, God will forgive us the pen- 
alties we owe. Believe on Jesus 
Christ and God will burn every 
record of the debts of punishment 
we owe Him. 

The law throws us into jail for 
breaking it. Jesus came to open 
prison doors, and He offers you 
and me salvation full and free on 
the one condition that we accept 
Jesus Christ as our bondsman. 
Then I no longer fear the penalty. 
I deserve it, but through Jesus 
Christ and His sacrifices I am 
saved. That is, I am kept out of 
Hell. 

This man, the jailer, was con- 
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victed of sin. He was conscious 
of his wrong-doing. He wanted 
to get right. What did he do? 
He didn’t go to the other prison- 
ers. He was like that bunch— 
that was what was the matter 
with him. He wanted to be like 
these two. 


How Famous Hymn Was 
Written 

Caesar Milan was an old minis- 
ter who was a guest at a dinner 
in England that was given for a 
lady who was just making her 
debut that evening. She was a 
musician, and she played and sang 
most beautifully that night. He 
went over to her and said: “If 
you would only use that ability 
of yours for Jesus Christ, how 
much good you could do!” 

She turned on him, snapped out 
an angry answer, and walked 
away. The young lady went to 
her room, but she could not sleep. 
She tossed from side to side of 
her bed, thinking of what the old 
minister had said to her and of 
what she had said to him. Finally 
she got up and got a pencil and 
wrote: 


Just as I am, without one plea, 


But that Thy blood was shed ° 


for me, 

And that thou bid’st me come 
to thee— 

O Lamb of God,’ I come, I come. 


That is how Charlotte Elliott 
was converted and how “Just As 
I Am” came to be -written. 

Some persons have lived manly 
or womanly lives, and they lack 
but one thing—-open confession of 
the Lord Jesus Christ.

The Philippian jailer fell down 
before Paul and Silas. He was 
sorry for his sins, and he showed 
it by his attitude. 


There must be contrition before 
there can be forgiveness. It is 


no matter whether a man shed® 


tears or not—if he is sorry for his 
sins and accepts Jesus he is saved 
then and there. He is saved on 
the word of the omnipotent, omni- 
present and omniscient God. He 
is saved instantly, because it is 
the law of God. It is not the 
theory or the speculation of any 
man. It is God’s law. “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved.” 

Some of you say that in order 
to accept Jesus you must have 


different surroundings. You 
think you could do it better in 
some place other than Omaha. 


You can be saved here as well as 
any place on earth. You need a 
new heart, not a new suit. 


Paying Debts of Sin 

You may roll up the highest 
mountain of sin that a man can 
build, and when you ask, “Who 
can pay all this?” I answer, 
“Jesus, blessed Jesus! He paid 
my debt.” 

What shall I do to keep out of 
Hell? “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved.”’ 

The jailer was converted. He 
had put them into. the stocks 
when they came to the prison, but 
now he stooped down and washed 
the blood from their stripes.

No Hypocrites in Heaven 

There are no hypocrites in 
Heaven. Oh, you are a_ wise 
lobster, you are! You say, “Mr. 
Sunday, I can be a Christian and 
go to Heaven without joining a 
church.” Yes, and you Can go to 
Europe without getting on board 
a steamer. The swimming’s good 
—but the sharks are laying for 
fellows who take that route. * 

You say, “It’s so mysterious. I 
don’t understand.” If you are 
going to refuse to accept anything 
you can’t understand, you will be 
surprised to find out how little 
you know.

upon the roof were slain. 

But we must solemnly see the 
warning in the example of Sam- 
son. It was the same in Old Tes- 
tament times as now, that men 
cannot trifle with God. And men 
cannot continue to have the mighty 
power of God except as they walk 
softly before the Lord and as 
they seek God’s power, as Sam- 
son sought it again and found it. 

No, the great spiritual laws are 
the same in the Old Testament 
as in the New. The only way 
anybody was ever saved in either 
the Old Testament or the New 
Testament was by faith. God heard 
prayer just the same in Old Testa- 
ment times as in the New Testa- 
ment, And those who sought to 
have His power and to be used 
of God had the fullmess of the 
Spirit and the ministry gifts of 
the Spirit for service as men had 
them at Pentecost and have had 
them since. - Galatians 6:7-9 is 
still true. And those who sow to 
the Spirit shall reap of the Spirit. 
It was so in the Old Testament 
times. And as Jeremiah 29:13 
says, “And ye shall seek me, and 
find me, when ye shall’search for 
me with all your heart.” Spiritual 
power and blessing in Old Tesfa- 
ment times, that mighty fullness 
of the Spirit, depended on certain 
conditions which God _ required 
men to meet then as now. 

6. The case of Elisha the 
prophet who sought so earnestly 
to have the same Spirit upon him 
as was upon his teacher, Elijah, 
shows that the Holy Spirit’s pow- 
er was for those who sought it, 
who met God’s* conditions. 

In II Kings, chapter 2, is the 
thrilling story of the translation 
of Elijah. God let it be known 
to Elijah and to Elisha, the 
younger prophet who had been 
his understudy and servant, that 
Elijah would be taken to Heaven 


_ that day. Elijah again and again

besought the younger prophet, 
“Tarry thee here, I pray thee,” 
for, said Elijah, the Lord had sent 
him to Bethel. Then when Elisha 
went with him, the Lord had sent 
Elijah to Jericho, and then Elisha 
would not stay in Jericho when 
Elijah was called to the Jordan. 
He would not leave Elijah. When 
asked to make any final request, 
he asked, “I pray thee, let a dou- 
ble portion of thy spirit be upon 
me.” And he would not be denied! 
He insisted that he must have the 
power, even a double portion of 
the mighty power of the Spirit 
of God which had rested on Eli- 
jah. And when Elijah went to 
Heaven in the chariot of fire and 
a whirlwind, Elisha took up his 
mantle and wore it. But immedi- 
ately he slapped the waters of the 
Jordan river with the mantle and 
they parted before him as they 
had for Elijah. And all the sons 
of the prophet said, ‘“The spirit of 
Elijah doth rest on Elisha.” They 
meant simply that the Holy 
Spirit, who had so obviously led 
and empowered the mighty mir- 
acle-working Elijah, now rested in 
power upon the younger prophet. 

What pleading! What insist- 
ence! What holy seeking! That 
is the way Elisha was filled with 
the Spirit of God which had rest- 
ed upon his master. That require- 
ment is the same requirement 
that the disciples, who waited in 
the upper room before Pentecost, 
met, 

Surely it is clear, then, that 
Old Testament saints who had the 
miracle-working power of the 
Holy Spirit and His ministry 
gifts upon them, met conditions 
like apostles and others met at 
Pentecost and later. In both the 
Old and New Testaments, then, 
we have evidence that only those 
are filled with the Spirit of God 
and have the manifestation of the 
Holy Spirit who seek God’s face 
and meet God’s requirements,
